To the extent that applicant appears to traverse the use of Official Notice regarding claims 11-14 on page 5 of the previous action. 
Examine note: The applicant failed to specifically point out the supposed errors in the examiner's action, and to state why the notice fact is 
not considered to be common knowledge or well known in the art, therefore in view of the inadequate traversal, and in light of the 
requirements of 2144.03(c), the examiner notes that the well known in the art statements of the previous Office Action are considered to be 
admitted prior art. 

To the extent that applicant is arguing that the references fail to show certain 

features of applicant's invention (e.g., that the "financial product" is a credit card), it is noted that although the claims are interpreted in light 
of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 
(Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Regarding the arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 

nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 
F.2d 413,208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In reMerck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

To the extent that applicant is arguing that the references applied in the rejection 

fail to use the same names for certain elements as the names used by applicant, the argument is irrelevant, as it is noted that the 
disclosure in a reference must show the claimed elements arranged in the same manner as in the claims, but need not be in the identical 
words" as used in the claims in order to be anticipatory. See In re Bond, 15 USPQ2d 1566 (Fed. Cir. 1990). 

To the extent that applicant is arguing that the disclosure in the applied prior art is not in as complete detail as is recited by the instant 
claims, a reference anticipates a claim if it discloses the claimed invention such that a skilled artisan could take its teachings in combination 
with his own knowledge of the particular art and be in possession of the invention. In re Graves, 36 USPQ2d 1697 (Fed. Cir. 1995); In re 
Sasse, 207 USPQ 107 (CCPA 1980); In re Samour, 197 USPQ 1 (CCPA 1978). 
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
